EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

The Forrest Public Well #3 is a gravel packed, drift well which was 
originally drilled for the Wabash Railroad in 1926 and was acquired 
by the Village in 1961. 

The well is located on the southeast corner of the village in a wooded 
area. Public Well #3 is the easternmost well of the two wells which 
are on the east side of the railroad tracks. The well is approximately 
138 feet east of Well #2. The map coordinates are approximately 
2,650 feet south and 2,335 feet west from the northeast corner of 
Section 10, Township 26 North, Range 7 East. 

The #3 well is 104.5 feet deep and is finished in sand and gravel of 
the Prairie Aquigroup. The well is cased with 30 inch outer pipe from 
the pump house floor (about 1.5 feet above grade), to a depth of 82 feet. 
The 12 inch diameter inner casing extends from 1.5 feet above grade 
to a depth of 84.5 feet followed by 20 feet of 18 inch Layne screen. 
A gravel wall surrounds the screen. Below the screen are 6 feet of 
blank casing to a depth of 104.5 feet. 

The well house is a one story, wooden frame building with a concrete 
floor and a composition roof. The dimensions of the building are 
approximately 8 feet by 8 feet by 15 feet high. There is no floor 
drain. 

Agency samples taken at the Forrest Public Well #3 on July 1, 1987 
revealed the presence of both alpha chiordane and gamma chiordane. 
The concentrations were 0.01 ppb and 0.013 ppb, respectively. 

Chiordane is a broad spectrum insecticide which has been used extensively 
over the past 40 years for termite control, for general insect control 
in homes and gardens, and for control of soil insects in the production 
of crops such as corn. Both the uses and production volume of chiordane 
have decreased substantially as a result of the USEPA's Registration 
Suspension Notice (40 CFR 34456, August 15, 1975). This suspension 
forbids the use of chiordane on all food crops and for general insecti-
cidal use around homes and gardens. However, significant commercial 
use of chiordane for termite control continues. 

On July 1, 1987, a well head survey was conducted at the Forrest Public 
Well #3 by representatives of the Illinois EPA's Field Operations 
Section. The well head survey cited three potential sources of contami­
nation. 
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A site reconnaissance was conducted on March 31, 1988 to verify previous 
information and to gain additional knowledge of the site. During the 
course of the site reconnaissance, several photographs were taken at 
the site and the surrounding area, and a site map was drawn which shows 
the location of the wells and four potential sources of contamination. 

This site has been assigned a high priority ranking based upon the 
Hazard Ranking System (HRS) score. This score is the result of an 
observed release of chiordane into a public water supply.
